Mural touchups

There are a few clarifications I'd 
like to make regarding your recent 
article about the mural that was 
painted over in the University of 
Alberta Students’ Union Building 
(“Another blip in the wall,” July 31st 
— Aug 6th). Firstly, allow me to clari- 
fy that there was no “decision” 
made by staff on behalf of students, 
because no one was given a direc- 
tive. Rather, a member of our facili- 
ties staff misunderstood a conversa- 
tion several months prior to the inci- 
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dent. Since several of our supervis- 
ing staff members were on vacation 
on the Friday the mural was painted 
over, there was no way for the staff 
to verify the assumption. While the 
situation is deeply regrettable, it is 
important to point out that our staff 
members are an integral part of this 
organization. They provide us with 
the resources and experience 
required to adequately do our jobs 
The notion that they attempt to inte: 
fere with the will of elected officials 
is simply not true. 

Regarding the five hundred dol- 
lars that is mentioned in the article 
“The five hundred dollars [that] had 
been put aside to finish the mural 
was included in last year’s financial 
year (and over half of it had alread 
been spent). The amount wasn’t car 
ried over into this year’s budget 

Finally, there was a misunder- 
standing in the article about the 
“proposal for the new painting.” 1: 
fact, the proposal is not limited to th: 
creation of a new mural, but could 
take any form, ranging from nothin, 
to a public awareness campaign on 
the impacts of the FTAA. It’s an 
opportunity for us to evaluate 
whether or not the mural was the 
best way to convey the message. 
Should we decide to paint another 
mural, we have asked the original 
artists to donate their talents once 
more.

Protected 
from what? 


Environmentalist questions oil 
exploration in protected area 


“WHAT EXACTLY ARE PROTECTED 
areas protected from?” asks 
Tamaini Snaith. 

The Alberta Wilderness 
Association conservation biologist 
sent out a media alert after learn- 
ing of a provincial government 
plan to take seismic readings for oil 
in a protected area near Grande 
Prairie. 

Last Thursday the minister 
responsible for natural areas, Gene 
Zwozdesky, announced what he 
called a “pilot project” to investi- 
gate potential sources of oil in 
areas where industrial activity is 
currently prohibited. Zwozdesky 
promised the seismic analysis slat- 
ed for the 715-hectare Saskatoon 
Mountain Natural Area would be 
“zero-impact.” The term means 
workers must enter the area on 
foot, rather than on motorized 
vehicles, and that seismic micro- 
phones may be placed on protect- 
ed land so long as detonations are 
performed outside its boundaries. 

Zwozdesky says the likelihood 
of an oil company being permitted 
to drill is slim. “It’s almost close to 
never that we'd allow any new oil 
or gas development in protected 
area,” he says. 

But Snaith questions why such a 
project would be allowed to pro-

as well as half-hour spots devoted to 
local talent, Not only would 
Smirmoff provide the show, it would 
pay the.station a tidy sum just for 
playing it.

The minister admits that extrac- 
tion could take place, but any 
reserves discovered would be 
removed by drilling into the area 
at an angle, thousands of feet 
below the surface. 

And asked how he would 
respond to those who think pro- 
tected areas should be left alone— 
period—Zwozdesky says, “We are 
always looking for a balanced 
approach to environmental protec- 
tion on the one hand and economic 
issues on the other.” 

Saskatoon Mountain was desig- 
nated as a protected area in 1995. 
In past incarnations it has been a 
Department of National Defense 
radar station and, before that, a 
provincial park. 

Seismic testing is scheduled to 
last three weeks.

Peace pirate 
goes legit 


Return of Middle East's Voice of 
Peace radio gets huge support 


A DECADE AFTER THE VOICE OF PEACE 
radio last broadcast to Jewish and 
Arab listeners in the disputed ter- 


ritories of the Middle East, a new 


generation of hopeful citizens are 


laying the framework for its 


return. 


For 20 years peace activist Abie 
Nathan broadcast the pirate radio 


station from a boat in the 
Mediterranean until a lack of 
funds forced him to pull the plug. 
That was in 1993, the same year 
Israelis and Palestinians signed the 
Oslo peace accords.

Palestinian peace advocate 
and businessman Hanna Siniora 
has teamed up with Jewish-Arab 
Centre for Peace director Mussi 
Raz among other veteran activists 
to resurrect Voice of Peace radio. 
The new station will be a joint 
Israeli-Palestinian production 
broadcast out of the West Bank 
City of Ramallah in both Hebrew 
and Arabic 

Music will take up 21 hours of 
the day’s programming, with the 
remaining three hours devoted to 
the promotion of peaceful dia- 
logue. 

Raz and Siniora were able to 
obtain a broadcasting license from 
Palestinian Authority President 
Yasser Arafat. The new VoP will 
occ upy a frequency assigned to 
Palestinians as part of the Oslo 
accords. 

Perhaps the most incredible 
thing about this project is the 
amount of support it has received 
from foreign nations. The 
European Union has already 
donated 80 per cent of the station’s 
operating budget for the next two 
years, and the Japanese govern- 
ment has also pledged financial 
assistance. 

VoP’s launch is scheduled for 
November 4, to mark the anniver- 
sary of the assassination of former 
Israeli prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin at the hand of an Israeli 
extremist determined to under- 
mine the peace process Rabin had 
set in motion.

Birth of a topia 


Goviotas a self-sustaining success story 


FIVE O'CLOCK IN THE AFTERNOON. 
The sun is setting over the monoto- 
nous green of the tropical plains, 
sculpting in bronze the creatures 
that cross the savannah. A flock of 
birds surges impetuously from the 
thickets and takes flight towards the 
windmills that decorate the land- 
scape. 

From there they contemplate the 
steam that rises from kitchens 
belonging to the 200 people settled 
over these 10,000 hectares of harsh, 
infertile land. The scent of dusk min- 
gles with that of dishes being pre- 
pared for those who, one day 30 
years ago, decided 
to live away from 
contaminating 
technologies.

Lugari and a group of scientists, 
artists, agronomists and engineers 
took the 15-hour journey along a tor- 
tuous route from Bogota to the 
Llanos Orientales (eastern plains) 
bordering Venezuela. 

They wanted to immerse them- 
selves in the ecosystem and develop 
alternative technologies that could 
meet the basic needs of any commu- 
nity. So an easy, fertile place was out 
of the question. 

They chose well. According to one 
of the pioneers, chemist Sven 
Zethelius, the soil of the Llanos is 
“the worst in Colombia—a desert.” 
In addition, the Llanos Orientales 
was a place of poor employment 
prospects and a high level of vio- 
lence—not helped by Colombia’s 


In 1965, when

ongoing civil war involving govern- 
ment forces, paramilitaries and left- 
wing guerrillas. The local popula- 
tion—including the indigenous 
Guahibo people, accustomed to the 
violence of the “white man”—were 
naturally suspicious of newcomers. 

Natural laboratory 

Soon the Gaviotas pioneers were 
planting trees and digging gardens 
to grow food for their day-to-day 
needs. The soils of the river banks 
were too poor for vegetables, so they 
grew tomatoes, cucumbers, lettuce 
and eggplants in containers made 
out of rice husks, washed by a 
manure tea. By the 
late 1970s, they 
had created a 
square kilometre 
of hydroponic 
greenhouses and 
set up co-opera- 
tives to sell and 
exchange produce 
with villages in the 
region. 

Today, many of 
the indigenous 
Guahibo people 
and rural peasants 
live in Gaviotas, 
riding to work on 
Gaviotas-designed 
savannah bicycles. 
The settlement has 
the things a town needs: a decent 
school and a solar—and wind— 
powered hospital, cited by one 
Japanese architecture journal as one 
of the 40 most important buildings 
in the world. There, patients can 
enjoy the aesthetic pleasure of its 
shrubs and benefit from the 250 
species of tropical medicinal plants 
cultivated in its greenhouses. This 
natural laboratory is considered 
unique in South America. In the 
wards indigenous hammocks alter- 
nate with traditional hospital beds. 

Collective experience 

Gaviotas also has a communal 
kitchen, swimming pool, meeting 
hall, horse stables and areas devoted 
to breeding all kinds of animals. 
Only dogs, like shotguns, are pro- 
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hibited! Manure from the animals is 
used as a fertilizer, while methane 
from cattle is captured and used as a 
fuel. Most people get about by bicy- 
cle—any cars that exist are run on 
biogas. 

The electricity needed to run 
Gaviotas comes mainly from the 
winds of the savannah. Around 58 
types of windmill were tried and 
tested before the pioneers came up 
with one that functioned best in the 
Plains. That is how the gigantic 
“sunflowers” so characteristic of 
Gaviotas, came into being. 
Originally manufactured at 
Gaviotas, there are now thousands 








































throughout Central and South 
America as its creators are deter- 
mined not to patent their invention. 

Other Gaviotas inventions have 
included: biogas generators, a solar 
pressure cooker and a solar kettle. 
These too have been marketed and 
sold in other parts of Colombia. 
Extracting water from its sources 
originally required considerable 
effort. But the Gaviotas inventors 
devised a lightweight hydraulic 
pump that could be powered by 
children playing on the swings and 
seesaws of a park constructed near- 
by. Nearly 700 Colombian villages 
now use these pumps. 





Meanwhile, a large-scale solar 
system heats and sterilizes water to 
make it suitable for drinking. 
Gaviotas now supplies clean drink- 
ing water to many Colombian vil- 
lages. 

Considerate advancements 

But perhaps the greatest achieve 
ments have been in the area of 
forestry and agriculture. At the end 
of the 1980s Gaviotas ran into trou- 
ble. Colombia’s embracing of free 
trade was flooding the market with 
cheap food imports and driving 
local producers to grow coca 
instead. 

The Gaviotas pioneers searched 
for a plant to cultivate that could sur- 
vive the harsh Llanos soil and pro- 
vide them with a living. They struck 

upon a Caribbean pine that would 
grow if the roots of its seedling were 
dipped in a fungus that was missing 
from the soil. From the pine could be 
extracted resin with which to make 
turpentine used in paints, cosmetics, 
medicines and glues. Colombia was 
spending $4 million US a year 
importing such resins. Making this 
point, Lugari managed to get seed 
money for the project from the 
Japanese government. 

Around 8,000 hectares of forest 
were planted, in ever-increasing cir- 
cles. As the pine forest grew, it pro- 
vided shade for other seeds dropped 
by birds. The rainforest started to 
return—as did its creatures—deer, 
anteaters, capybaras and eagles. 

The resin harvested from the trees 
made eco-friendly turpentine, 
replacing imported petroleum-based 
products. And the pollution-free fac- 
tory built to refine the resin won 
Gaviotas the 1997 United Nations 
World Zero Emissions Award. 

This search for an alternative life 
shows that it is possible to develop 
with near-zero emissions. Gaviotas 
remains entirely se icient in 
power and almost entirely in food. 

Reliance on banks or donors is kept

American Wedding more wang 
for your buck

SOMETHING OLD, SOMETHING NEW, 
something borrowed, and definitely 
something blue (humour-wise) pretty 
much sums up American Wedding, the 
second sequel to American Pie. 

“Old,” “borrowed” and “blue,” of 
course, comprise the Porky’s-redux sex 
and gross-out gags that characterize 
the popular trio of films. It’s the “some- 
thing new” that makes American 
Wedding, believe it or not, one of the 
better summer movies. Underneath 
the requisite poo eating, flying pubic 
hair, dog humping, old lady humping, 
and mom humping, is a story that 
actually has something to say. And 
says it with sincerity. 

The greatest feat of screenwriter 
Adam Herz’s trilogy is that it starts out 
celebrating the sexual conquests of 
hoy party boys, but then takes the 
piss out of those myths by exploiting 
the insecurities of the guys while pre- 
senting the ideal woman as the sweet 
but awkward “geek,” not the demure, 
double-D cover girl. 

Wedding follows through with these 
unlikely notions (in the canon of party 


movies) and has pie humper/web- 
cam premature ejaculator / crazy-glue 
masturbator Jim (Jason Biggs) marry- 
ing gawky, flute-humping, band dork 
Michelle (Alyson Hannigan). 

Having already defined their rela- 
tionship in the second Pie, Herz takes 
on another project: not surprisingly, it’s 
Stifler (Sean William Scott), whose 
foul-mouthed, egomaniacal posturing 
has made him the most popular char- 
acter in the films. This time around his 
cartoor-like, ill-mannered ways 
acquire Godzilla proportions as his 
mere presence threatens to stomp all 
over Jim‘s meticulous wedding plans. 

The Stifmeister only earns an invita- 
tion to the wedding because he agrees 
to teach Jim how to dance, and his 
intentions are essentially to throw an 
X-rated bachelor party and get busy 
with a bridesmaid. One of the best 
jokes in the film has the on-going rival- 
ry between vulgar Stifler and refined 
Finch (Eddie Kaye Thomas) turning 
into a competition to win Michelle’s 
sister Cadence (January Jones) by 
adopting each other's personalities. 
Instead of simply making Stifler loud- 
er, dumber, and ruder, as in the first 
sequel, Herz takes him over-the-top, 
and then punishes him with self- 
awareness, so he seeks redemption. 

Secondary to the Stifler Show are 
Jim’s fumbled attempts to ingratiate 
himself with Michelle's parents. Fred 


Willard is introduced as her father but 
he can’t upstage frequent co-star 
Eugene Levy as Jim’s dad and awk- 
ward sexual advisor. And yes, Jennifer 
Coolidge rounds out the reunion of the 
Christopher Guest Players in another 
stellar cameo as Stifler’s Mom. 

The only other major character to 
retum is Jim’s buddy Kevin (Thomas 
Tan Nichols), who's essentially set 
dressing. It's just as well Shannon 
Elizabeth, Chris Klein, Natasha 
Lyonne, Mena Suvari, and Tara Reid 
passed on this one so director Jesse 
Dylan (Bob's son) didn’t have to cram 
ina bunch of familiar faces at the 
expense of showcasing new characters. 

That's the problem with ensemble 
comedy sequels: audiences expect the 
same experience but don’t want 
rehashed jokes, but adding new char- 
acters to the old makes for a crowded 
movie. This film, on the other hand, 
doesn’t even waste time with long- 
winded explanations of absent charac- 
ters or with lame “best wishes” 
telegrams. Wedding is focused and 
spare enough to find the right balance 
and advance the overall theme. 

Amongst the gutter humour—some 
of which works really well, like the 
comedy-of-errors stripper bachelor 
party—is the idea that sex in all its 
diverse and perverse forms really is all- 
American. Not to mention, it’s an hon- 
est affront to traditionalism. 

With the American Pie movies, the 
general opinion is either that you love 
‘em or you're above ‘em, but when 
Michelle turns to new husband Jim 
and says, “people like us are normal,” 
it’s a statement the films have earned 
the right to make.

IT’S ONE OF THE WONDERFUL IRONIES 
of living in Edmonton. In just a few 
months’ time we'll be in the middle 
of a deep, dark winter; but this 
weekend we can all party as if we 
were on the streets of Trinidad. 

Cariwest is Edmonton’s annual 
Caribbean Arts Festival, an unin- 
hibited weekend of colourful cos- 
tumes, spicy food, and raucous 
parades. Although other festivals 
grab our attention every summer, 
Cariwest is certainly the most live- 
ly. Taking its cues from traditional 
festivals in Trindad & Tobago and 
Toronto’s massive Caribana, 
Cariwest is celebrating 19 years of 
bringing a little bit of the islands to 
Edmonton. 

It’s hard to decide what the best 
part of Cariwest is: the colourful 
parade, the Caribbean breakfast, 
and the big Saturday night party 
are just the tip of the iceberg. 
Cariwest’s craziest event is their

visiting earlier. 

The city’s Caribbean population 
grew in the 1970s and a celebration 
of its traditions naturally followed 
suit. The first Cariwest festival took 
place in 1984 and the event has got- 
ten bigger and better ever since. 

This year’s festival producer is 
Sharlene Thomas. A native of 
Trindad & Tobago, she came to 
Canada 27 years ago and since pro- 
duced her own thriving dance 
company, Movements: The Afro- 
Canadian Dance Ensemble. With 
Thomas’ strong background in the 
arts scene, Cariwest 2003 is in very 
good hands. She speaks very 
warmly about the festival and 
asserts its longevity. “The draw of 
the parade, the artistic expres- 
sion...it’s all part of a very unique 
and wonderful event. We've been 
doing this for 19 years and without 
big corporate sponsorship. We 
have proven that we are a force to 
be reckoned with. So we are here to 
stay!” 

Although Cariwest is all about 
having a good time, it’s interesting 
to note that the festival has distant 
roots in the dark days of slavery. 

In Trinidad & Tobago, the spring 
festival is known as “carnival.” It 
has its origins in Mardi Gras, the 
ancient French celebration that 


* started as a way to get in one last 


party before the arrival of Lent. 
While the French colonists had 
their masked balls and dinner par- 
ties, their slaves would hold a 
mock celebration. In a tradition 
known as ole mas, they would don 
outrageous costumes that poked 
fun at the decadence of their mas- 
ters. The popular body painting | 
that is always on display at carni- 
val started with slaves using mud 
as a skin lightener in order to cre-

ate grotesque parodies of the 
French. 

After the abolition, ole mas 
moved onto the streets and became 
an expression of wild abandon that 
made the Europeans cringe behind 
the gates of their mansions. Over 
hundreds of years, carnival grew 
stronger, wilder, and more popu- 
lar. By the 20th century, carnival 
became what some people call “the 
greatest show on Earth.” Although 
much smaller than the huge carni- 
vals in Trinidad & Tobago, our 
Cariwest keeps the vibrant tradi- 
tions alive and well. 

Only one oft-heard complaint is 
that Cariwest always falls on the 
same weekend as another 
Edmonton tradition, the Folk 
Festival. Thomas acknowledges the 
conflict and provides a reasonable 
answer. “Because we are still work- 
ing with a limited budget, we sim- 
ply can’t afford to bring in all of the 
big acts from Trinidad & Tobago, 
so we have to piggyback onto 
Toronto's Caribana. Caribana can 
afford to bring these people in, and 
then they come west to perform at 
Cariwest the following weekend.” 

Cariwest’s headliner this year is 
Sanelle Dempster and the Blue 
Ventures band. A high volume 
favorite, Blue Mise have been 
mashing it up in the islands and 
around the world for more than 20

PROBABLY THE NEXT BEST 
thing to lying on the beach with a 
fruity drink is spending an evening 
with the Blue Ventures. As CariWest 
is fast approaching, the Trinidad and 
Tobago team of troubadours is get- 
ting ready for a furious night of 
dance and West Indian grooves. 

For some of the members the party 
started some 27 years ago, but even 
latest addition, Lima Calbio, says the 
experience is not wholly unfamiliar. 

Calbio made a return to singing for 
the Blue Ventures after a four year 
stint with one of Jamaica’s leading 
bands, Byron Lee & the Dragonaires. 

“'ve always had a great experi- 
ence touring with [the Blue 
Ventures],” says the 32-year-old 
vocalist. “We have a good working 
relationship and a very high energy 
level.” 

The soca (soul calypso) outfit has 
toured extensively over the past 
years, visiting major cities in Canada, 
the United States, Mexico, and 
Europe—bringing their furiously 
paced songs to enthusiastic crowds, 

“When you hear the music you’ ve 
got no choice but to dance,” says 
Calbio, who first auditioned with the 
band in 1990. “It’s really a great party 


Calbio also likes to point out that 
the Blue Ventures are more upbeat 


rather than steeping their lyrics in 
politics 

“Some soca songs do have a politi- 
cal message,” admits Calbio. “But in 
most cases calypso is more laid back 
and the lyrics are more important. 
Soca is more up-tempo. We also 
incorporate ragga elements into our 
music. 

She also likes the fact that soca 
allows her to enjoy the spotlight, 
whereas calypso usually relies on the 
strong (and sometimes overwhelm- 
ing) presence of backup vocalists. 

Songs like “Sugar Factory” and 
“Sing De Song” (both written by 
Calbio) have recently become Blue 
Ventures favourites, garnering atten- 
tion in soca/ calypso circles world- 
wide with their jumpy Caribbean 
disco feel. The band also enjoys a 
long history of international prizes, 
including the Trinidad and Tobago 
1999 Road March title with the song, 
“De River,” featuring vocalist Sanell 
Dempster. 

For Calbio, a retum to the Blue 
Ventures is another step towards 
fulfilling her dreams. She says she 
would love to plan a solo album ina 
not-too-distant future. But for now 
all of her energy is directed towards 
rocking the crowd at Carnival cele- 
brations here and abroad under the 
Ventures’ banner. 

“Allow yourself to dream your 
dreams,” advises Calbio. “If you do 
that and you stick to it, you can 
always expect great things to hap- 
pen. That's how I got here.”

Shadow of the

Author who brought secret history of 
Motown to light finds himself living it

“AFTER MY BOOK ON JAMES JAMER- 
son [Standing in the Shadows of 
Motown] won the Ralph J. Gleason 
award for rock writing, I started 
chasing money for a movie, and that 
took 11 years,” explains 

writer/ musician Allen Slutsky 
about the events that lead to the 
acclaimed documentary about 
Motowns’ Funk Brothers, which in 
turn led to their second life as a tour- 
ing unit. 

“T needed three million, and we 
finally got funded in 2000. It had 
finally gotten to the point where I 
realized that I needed a musician 
who was loaded and wanted to 
have fun. Which is like looking for a 
needle in a haystack. I had exhaust- 
ed all the corporate avenues, record 
companies, film companies, 
National Endowment for the Arts 
kind of things... nobody would give 
us the time of day.” 

Slutsky eventually got his movie 
made; now it seems like just about 
everyone is familiar with the Funk 
Brothers and their important role in 
the Motown sound. Surprisingly, 
however, media reports circulated 
that not everybody from the 
Motown family were pleased about 
the documentary. Slutsky is cagey 
about the reports, diplomatically 
observing that, “Well, first of all, 
there’s not that many singers left. 
Most of them are dead. I mean, [The 
Temptations’) Otis Williams loved it; 
I saw him at the premiere in Los 
Angeles, he loved it, and, uh, the 
‘Tops loved it. 

“Martha Reeves got angered by 
the ‘Deputy Dawg’ comment that 
Steve Jordan says at the beginning of 
the film. She was furious about that 





and she was also furious that we 
allowed Joan Osborne to sing her 
song. In other words, nobody is 
allowed to sing ‘Heatwave’ until 
she’s dead; that’s the way she looks 
at it. It’s kinda like Aretha, who has 
this thing where nobody is allowed 
to sing ‘Respect’ except her. But for 
the most part, the main thing I got 
from people at Motown is, ‘Yeah 
man, that’s the way it was. You real- 
ly recreated the way things were 
there.” 

More than a decade after 
researching his book on Motown’s 
genius bassist Jamerson, Slutsky 
finds his life intertwined with the 
Funk Brothers, producing the 
movie, managing the group, and 
best of all, sitting in as a guitarist. 

“It’s a lotta fun to be playing with 
these guys, right? Because when I 
was a teen I played this music note

ONE OF THE AREAS WHERE THE MOVIE 
Standing in the Shadows of Motown 
goes soft is on the way the record label 
treated the musicians. They were under- 
paid, overworked, and deliberately kept 
under cover.

“There’s a lot of reasons for that,” 
says Al Slutsky. “One reason is (Motown 
founder] Berry {Gordy, Jr.] did a very 
cool thing for us. See, we were stalled 
on the songs, getting the licenses. And if 
you don't get the song license, then you 
don't have a movie, and we were asking 
for 30 Motown songs. That’s unheard of 
in Motown history: They've never given 
out more then three or four songs at a 
time; they're one of the most protected

THIRTY-THREE YEARS AFTER HIS 
self-titled debut, Bruce Cockburn is 
still the same politically involved, 
socially conscious musician he’s 
always been. But above all, he still 
believes in his music’s sense of pur- 


se. 

“If | didn’t feel there was a pur- 
pose to it, why would I be doing 
it?” asks the 58-year-old Canadian 
singer/ songwriter. “I like to think, 
at least, that I’m not repeating 
myself, [In the old days] I was 

‘more concerned about spirituality 
and nature and trying to under- 
stand my inner workings. 
Sometimes the same themes crop 
up, but [that’s because] they don’t 
go away. If somebody would fix 
them I wouldn’t be writing about 
them.” 

With You've Never Seen 
Everything, his latest release, 
Cockburn returns to his trademark 
self-exploration balanced, with 
now-familiar discourses on war, 
politics, nature and the spiritual 
world. The recent events in Iraq, 
the political situation in the United 
States, and the ongoing struggle to 
preserve the environment have 
provided an eerie backdrop to his 
current tour, 


“Touring the States right now 


I’m reminded very much of the 
Reagan era,” says Cockburn. 
“What I'm seeing is very much like 
what I was seeing in the ea 50s, 
where people come to the shows 
and are really unhappy with the 
political situation in the US. But 
they don’t know what they can do 
about it because they have no 
media voice.” 

is Cockburn’s w: 
expressing his personal opinions 
and telling his life story to an audi- 
ence, something he obviously 
views as important, he’s not out 
there to change the world with it. 
However, he does feel it is impor- 
tant in its own right. 

“By itself I don’t think music 
does anything to affect political 
change,” he admits. “But I think in 
conjunction with a body of popular 
feelings about an issue, you can 
either provide an anthem for the 
movement, or music can be a 
means of bringing people together 
or empower them in the sense that 
they don’t feel alone.” 

When it comes down to it, 
Cockburn says his music is and has 
always been a personal venture 
more than a crusade against the 
powers that be. 

“I write as much about personal 
relationships, spirituality and sex 
as I do about politics,” he says. 
“My job, as I see it, is to write about 
everything in life.”

Linden. “I've always wanted to do 
that stuff for a long time.” 

“Thave a hard time with labels, I 
gotta say. And the beauty of being in 
Blackie and the Rodeo Kings for me 
is instead of squawking about not 
being a folk singer or a singer/song- 
writer exclusively, y’ know, like the 
Nike commercial, it’s ‘Just Do It.’ 

And I love that. I’m ina band that we 
can—maybe not turn on a dime— 
but turn on a quarter and play coun- 
try music right alongside, I dunno, 
the Cramps.” 

The musical relationship also 
works well for band mates Wilson 
and Linden, who have separate 
careers of their own to think about, 

“Bverybody’s really busy as musi- 
cians, so when we come together it’s 
very intense and very brief. Things 
happen very fast. That's always been 
the way with us. That's partly 
because of Colin—he’s such a busy 
man. He paints with large strokes 
and he goes very quickly. We get 
towed in his wake.” 

_ The band has mutated from their 

\ initial beginnings, when they came 
t to record an album exclu- 
sively dedicated to the songs of Willy 
P. Bennett. Now with their newest 
album, BARK, they’ ve fashioned a 
sound more indicative of their eclec- 
tic backgrounds. They've also taken a 
step forward fashion-wise, designing 
stage clothes to better show their 
pride in their Canadian roots. 

“We t very deliberately 
about the look of the jackets and 
what we thought should go on the 
back of them. We just thought that it 
was right to put the maple leaf on the 
back.” 

Got any dance steps to go with the 
clothes? Maybe some Smokey 


Robinson and the Miracles moves? 
He laughs. “Mostly we just kinda 
lumber around. the stage.

“It was a thankless job in some 
ways,” she says of the first gig. “I 
mean, after all, people were there to 
see Dylan. I got some boos to get off- 
stage. There were some young girls 
who thought Bob would be looking 
to see their boobs,” she says frankly. 

Plus, Edwards has the weight of 
being touted by Rolling Stone maga- 
zine as one of those T op 10 Artists to 
Watch, and then there's those contin- 
ual comparisons with red-hot 
American alt-country artist Lucinda 
Williams. 

Despite, or maybe because of these 
career highs, controversy also seems 
to follow the 24-year-old Edwards. 

Consider the often world-weary 
lyrical content of her latest album 
Failer: “12 Bellevue” talks of “drink- 
ing my way through today;” the pro- 
tagonist in “Mercury” uses pot to 
seduce; “Six O'Clock News” details a 
lover's bloody ending; and “One 
More Song the Radio Won't Like” 
addresses the stifling state of 
Canadian mainstream radio's 
playlists. 

“Alberta is unique with CKUA. 
The CBC should take a page from it. 
Pop radio here [in Canada] sucks. 
They support the big sellers and 
that's it. I’m lucky that I can get out 
of Canada to play,” she says, adding 
that she feels fortunate that 
American radio has embraced her 
songs as she thinks it’s extremely dif- 
ficult for emerging artists to tour 
across our vast land. Which isn’t to 
say she doesn’t feel an affinity 
towards her fellow Canadian artists. 
On the contrary, she is quick to 
champion the talents of Edmonton’s 
Old Reliable, Jim Bryson (who she 
frequently performs with) and Oh

Electrified EELS fan goes the distance to meet his American idol 


BECAUSE THE EELS WEREN'T COM- 
ing to Edmonton—but were stop- 
ping in Vancouver—to promote 
their latest release Shootenanny!, I 
turned into something of a psycho 
fan, pleading with my wife that we, 
“GO THERE... NOW!” Pack the not- 
entirely-road-worthy 1991 Ford 
Festiva to the nuts and hit the road. 

On July 13th, the day of the EELS 
show at Richard’s On Richard’s, I 
found myself sitting in the hotel 
lobby of the Chateau Granville and 
fiddling obsessively with my mini- 
disc recorder to ensure it was work- 
ing. Sitting in the chair beside mine 
was a man called E (real name: 
Mark Oliver Everett; occupation: 
leader of the EELS). 

“LT have to admit off the bat that 
I'ma big fan,” I said, although calm- 
ly, not like I was about to piss my 
pants and run red-faced and 
screaming from the lobby like a little 
schoolgirl. 

“Thanks,” he said sleepily. 

You'd think that since I traveled a 
great distance for the chance to con- 
duct an interview with one of my 
favourite artists, | would have pre- 
pared some intellectually stimulat- 
ing questions. Ha! 


Me: If you were a character front the 
Archie comics, who would you be? 
E: Jughead. 


Me: Do you guys do any pyrotech- 
nics or back flips in your show? 

E: Well, we are doing a medley of 
Great White songs, which means 
we do have to bring the pyrotech- 
nics out. You know, we have to sign 
all these papers at the club and 
they’re all freaked out about it 
because of that thing in Rhode 
Island, but... um, it’s worth it 
because it’s very moving. There’s 
usually not many dry eyes in the 
house by the end of the medley. 


Me: Is it true that Shootenanny! 
was originally supposed to be 
filled with polka music? 


vE: We left the polka stuff off 






because we felt the public wasn’t 
ready for it yet. It’s the curse of 
being ahead of your time. You 
know, it’s good to be one step 
ahead of your audience as an artist; 
but we were like three polka steps 
ahead of time. 


Me: How many instruments do 
you play? 

So 
far I can only do four at once: you 
play the autoharp with your right 
foot, the ukulele you've got to 
have two hands, then there’s the 
harmonica on the holder [for your 
mouth] and the bass drum with 
the left foot. If I stick a drumstick 
up my ass, then it could be five. 


Me: Yeah, but who doesn’t like to 
do that?

E: This isn’t for fun. This is my job.

THE RIPCORDZ 
IT WOULDN'T BE INACCURATE TO 
call The Ripcordz, “The most 
famous unknown band in Canada.” 
In fact, the words come straight from 
the mouth of guitarist /shouter Paul 
Gott, who founded the street punk 
band in 1980. 

“We've never been on a big label 
[or] got a big push [or] had big ads 
in magazines and big airplay on 
Much Music, so we kind of build 
every year. We build one fan at a 
time,” explains Gott from his home 
in Montreal. “And every time we go 
out [on tour], it gets a little better; we 
get bigger shows and more folks.” 

The Ripcordz recently finished 
recording their tenth album, What if 
they held a revolution and nobody came? 
Released by the Planet Smashers’ 
label, Mayday! Records, the album 
heralds the return of former 
Ripcordz drummer, Francois 
Demers (the other half of the rhythm 
section being completed by the bass 
player known solely as Alex). 

Because The Ripcordz spent more 
time working on this album than 
any other before it—a full two 
years—they had the luxury of pool- 
ing together a mass of songs, from 
which they picked the best to record 
and send off to the pressing plant. 

Gott says that, as a result of the 
extra time spent on the project, What 
if... is the equilvalent of two, solid 
releases. However, he also light- 
heartedly pleads gulity to a rather 
frequent “referencing” of older 
Ripcordz songs: “Normally, we steal 





from a lot of other bands, but this 
time we're stealing from our entire 
career. It really feels like a good 
tenth album, like it’s summing up 


our career... Wait a second, this is 
sounding like a gravestone.” 

No slouches to touring, The 
Ripcordz are heading out in promo- 
tion of What if... this August, with a 
tour deemed (ironically... hopeful- 
ly?) The “Bound for Glory Tour.” 
Like any band, this three-piece 
wouldn’‘t need a second moment to 
trade in their day jobs for punk rock 
infamy, but it would have to be on 
their own terms: 

“If we start trying to sound like 
Good Charlotte or, God forbid Billy 
Idol, then we're in trouble,” jokes 
Gott. “Then somebody should slap 
me upside the head or make me eat 
some tainted beef or something.”

MAKE NO MISTAKE ABOUT IT: OFTENTIMES, 
unsigned bands are without record deals for a rea- 
son. Yet some of these doomed bands can and will 
manage to sneak onto compilations eager to cram 
as many fresh faces as possible onto one disc. This 
brings us to Asian Man Records’ latest compilation, 
Underground Screams, a collection of 26 songs by 
unsigned bands from diverse musical back- 
grounds. Offering a mix of punk, rock, hardcore, 
emo, ska, acoustic and pop, the disc’s success 
depends entirely on how eclectic the listener's taste 
is. 

Some good moments include the soulful, 
danceable (and traditional) ska of North Carolina's 
Las Cabriolas, and, from a completely different 
direction, the orchestral punk-meets-classical for- 
mula of New Jersey's Bandits of the Acoustic 
Revolution, which is bold, fresh, and brilliant.

THERE HAS ALWAYS BEEN A STRANGE, COMPELLING 
quality to Jay Farrar’s voice. Miles away from Hank 
Williams’ fierce nasal draw! or from Johnny Cash's 
deep guttural delivery, Farrar has this unique tone 
that's defined '90s alt-country (with Uncle Tupelo 
and Son Volt). But ever since Son Volt vanished 
into thin air and Farrar went solo, attention has 
been focused on his inability to write songs that 
are as involving as on Tupelo’s records or on the 
Son Volt debut, Trace. 

With Terroir Blues, his second solo effort, 
Farrar is still swimming in the same waters of his 
previous album, Sebastopol, but he's reached a 


fork in the river. Slower and more brooding, pol- 
ished yet rough around the edges, Terroir Blues is 
a string of tales about life in the post-industrial 
world, portraying disaffected people, dusty smoke 
stacks and polluted landscapes. What it lacks in 
catchiness (the main reason why most critics dis- 
miss Farrar’s recent work), it makes up in spirit 
and intensity. It's glum and depressing, but it has 
that unique glimmer of hope that only Farrar can 
infuse into his songs.

J ” is a square canvas of a photo 
of her boyfriend’ s father, circa the 
late ‘70s. 

“I normally do still life, by manu- 
facturing scenes myself and taking 
photographs. This is the first time I 
used a snapshot that I didn’t take. All 
my previous paintings I’ve done are 
vague in their historical context and 
time period. ‘Larry’ has a definite his- 
torical context.” 

But in straying from her normal 
routine, she discovered what it is that 
attracts her attention aesthetically. 

“What happened was, when I was 
doing this painting, I was most inter- 
ested in the background area,” she 
says pointing to the still life-ish area 
framing the foreground of her piece. 

UofA student Loren 
Letourneau’s plexiglass and wood 
sculpture, “Immobile,” is thematical- 
ly linked to his past efforts, but it is 
also an experiment in media. 

“Tn the context of my own work, 
it’s still interested in the tension 
between nature and industry. It’s a 
natural, flowing, mobile... but it’s 
locked down by plastic. I’m working 
with materials I've never played 
with before.” 

For the young artists, being 
allowed to explore outside of one’s 
specialization often resulted in other 
surprises too. Andrew Hall has nor- 
mally made figurative clay sculp- 
tures or abstract metal ones. 
Combined, he has created a portrait 
in metal.

Fortunately, Pad Thai, the new 
Thai restaurant on Whyte Ave., had 
a service antidote. Myself and my 
co-diners were in the midst of a 
pitched service battle between the 
busboy and the waiter. Both wanted 
to make sure our water glasses were 
never empty, to the point where 
they seemed to be conducting pre- 
emptive strikes, whisking away our 
water glasses to refill them in an 
undisclosed location so the other 
guy couldn’t do it. One of them 
insisted on filling my water glass 
and the glass that my cola came in, 


has been revamped with artifacts of 
Siam and a tropical paintjob, but my 
co-diners and I made straight for the 
patio to bask in the waning summer 
day. Having reached ravenosity, we 
found that everything on the menu 
looked delicious and selected almost 
at random: Som Tum ($7.95), a 
shredded green papaya and carrot 
salad with red peppers, shrimp, and 
peanuts; Pad Kee Mao ($13.95), a 
noodle dish with chicken, squid, 
shrimp, crushed chilies and green 
peppercorns; and Cashew Chicken 
($14.95), which roughly translates as 
chicken with cashews, vegetables, 


basil and whole chilies. We also 
ordered coconut rice for two ($5). 

The salad came heaped on a let- 
tuce leaf with three regular-sized 
shrimp butterflied on top of the 
skeins of papaya and carrot 
drenched in a fish sauce-based 
dressing. Accustomed to a 
Vietnamese variant on this salad, | 
found the Som Tum refreshing 
enough, but lacking in crunchiness 
and wanting the snap of rice vine- 
gar and basil. 

The entrees arrived at the same 
time and we were a bit dismayed to 
see that we had ordered similarly 
comprised dishes, at least as far as 
meat and vegetables went. The 
flavours proved pleasingly diver- 
gent, however. The Cashew 
Chicken was bracingly spiced, but 
nicely counterbalanced by the tang, 
sweet and sour sauce. Both titular 
ingredients were featured in abun- 
dance and complemented by car- 
rots, pore and whole sprigs of 
basil. The creamy coconut rice also 
helped keep the temperature down 

The Pad Kee Mao featured flat 
rice noodles tossed with more chick 
en, squid, vegetables and season- 
ings. At first it seemed to be the less 
spicy of the dishes, until a green 
peppercorn exploded across my 
palate and filled my sinuses with its 
aroma. It was actually a rather love 
ly sensation, but I was glad to hay. 
two full water glasses on hand. 

All in all, the food and service 
were quite good, though $45 (not 
including tip) seemed a touch dear 
for rice, a salad and two entrees. 
This may be consistent with the 

market price for Siamese delicacies 
but it’s further proof to me that I’m 
not ready to settle down with one 
Thai restaurant just yet. Tell the 
folks at Sukhothai and Krua Wilai 
and Boun Thai and Bua Thai and 
Ban Thai and Tum Nuk Thai and 
Thai Valley Grill I’ll be dropping in 
soon.

Dear Naturally, 

About a month ago, researchers at the 
University of Saskatchewan released a study 
in the scientific journal Fertility and Sterility, 
claiming women ovulate in waves—not once 
amonth—much like cows and horses. The 
media was all over it and, suddenly, newspa- 
per articles were ringing the death knell for 
natural birth control methods. 

This got my friend and colleague Laura 
Wershler’s undies in a twist. A sex educator 
who has been practicing the Fertility 
Awareness Method for over 20 years, 
Wershler describes FAM as “the best kept 
secret in women’s health" and gave a work- 
shop on it during the Guelph sexuality con- 
ference this past June. 

Wershler says the media screwed up and 
reported at least two pieces of erroneous

information in their interpretation of the 
study. 

First, the research has shown that 15 to 
20 follicles grow during the menstrual 
cycle—in response to hormone surges, 
women experience two to three “waves” of 
this follicular development per month—but 
only one of these follicles is selected to ovu- 
late while the others die off. The new report 
did not say that women ovulate three times a 
month. 

Wershler was also pissed off by media 
Claims that this research deemed natural 
birth control a “waste of time.” 

A Canadian Press article by Helen 
Branswell mentions that the “rhythm 
method” is a lousy method of birth control.
